‘How do you get a start in that country music 
business?” That is a question I have faced with back 
stage at many shows since I came to the Grand Ole 
Opry back in 1956. Many times the remark is ‘‘you 
guys sure do have it made, just sing two or three 
songs amd make all that money’’. ‘‘I’d like to try it 
sometime’’. Someone that thinks this way about it 
don’t have to worry about ever making it. His second 
week on a tour he would probably get tired and fall 
asleep, miss a show and get sued. 

Besides talent, as a necessity, there is a lot 
more hard work than luck in my opinion.There is much 
more to getting a start and holding a position than 
meets the eye. You have got to have something the 
people want to see or hear then work hard to have it 
exposed. 

I worked hard several years trying to save a little 
money and work up some of my songs to a point where 
I thought they had enough appeal for someone to be 
interested. 

There are very few overnight successes. The one 
you really think has been overnight ones aren’t. The 
artist you hear of all of a sudden, many times has 
been working in some club or dance hall for five to 
ten years. He probably came across some good song 
idea, wrote a couple of songs and got on some small 
label or someone of importance from a record company 
heard him on stage and took an interest. As a rule 
there is a lot of experience and hard work usually in- 
volved. One bit of advice I could offer a young singer, 
get all the experience in front of every audience you 
can. It will help you if you ever do get a decent break. 

I had the biggest break anyone has ever had in 
the history of country music and it still took two years 
to get a record off the ground. All this time I had the 
honor of being a regular performer on WSM’s Grand Ole 
Opry, and this experience helped me tremendously. 

I personally feel that it is better to never get a 
start at all in country music than to maybe have one 
or two pretty good sellers or one big hit and never 
follow it up. A young man or woman can be left mighty 
disilusioned in a few short months with that quick 
taste of success gone with the wind. 

I appreciate every minute I’m let to be a part of 
country music. I wish that everyone of you that want 
to be a success in this music that I love could be a 
big artist, but, of course, only a few will ever make 
it. The ones that do make it will be people with a no- 
ticeable talent in writing country songs or a good 
voice and most of all hard working. It will be someone

rolled into one act, the group has turned the past three 
years into a whirlwind of going up, up, and still up 
into the heights of stardom. 

Booked byMoeller Talent, Inc., The Homesteaders 
have helped furnish footwork for the world-wide 
spread of Country Music, going into Spain, Morocco, 
the Azores, Panama, Puerto Rico, the American Naval 
Base of Guantamano Bay in Cuba, the West Indies, the 
Bahama Islands, Germany, France, and Italy, entertain- 
ing allwho came to listenin the manner that has earned 
them the showmanship reputation that the act enjoys. 

Country Music begins at home, however, just as 
charity does, and The Homesteaders have certainly 
not neglected their fans stateside.

From Viet Nam Tour

Dick Flood, writer of ‘tTrouble’s Back in Town’’ 
and recording artist for Kapp Records, returned to his 
home in Donelson, Tenn. following a three month tour 
of the Far East where he entertained U.S. servicemen 
in Guam, Okinawa, Japan, the Philippines, Formosa, 
Hong Kong and South Viet Nam. 

But it was in South Viet Nam where his brand of 
Country Music was most appreciated, not only by the 
enlisted men and the officers — but also by the 
Vietnamese. His was the first American show to per- 
form for a South Vietnamese unit, the Black Dog Bat- 
talion, for which he and the Pathfinders (his band) 
received a coveted plaque. 

His troupe, composed of Randy Charles Fincher, 
lead guitar; Bill Benton, bass guitar; Larry Handley, 
drummer; and Pat Campbell, girl vocalist — went into 
the far outposts where no other American shows had 
been, and there Flood saw the misery of war firsthand. 
Putting aside his guitar, Flood took part in an actual 
operation against the enemy. 

Recalling the episode, Flood said: ‘‘It was a Satur- 
day and we went by armed convoy to Phou Coi and 
played for the troops there. We rode back by helicopter 
to Saigon and then played two shows. Early Sunday 
we were picked up again by helicopter and flown to 
Phlik Bien. Several of us fired the large 8-inch guns. 
I sent 200 els of steel at ‘‘charlie’’...it was an actual 
operation and we were just in time to help out ... now 
I can say that I fired a shot — and a big one at the 
enemy.”’ 

Thus, Flood’s mission had come full circle. Feel-

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ing strongly about the war in Viet Nam, he had begun 
planning for his Far East tour in November of last 
year. But it was April 11 of 1966 before the Dick 
Flood Show actually got underway, beginning a his- 
toric trip which was to later bring tears to his eyes 
when soldiers requested songs “‘I’ve just got to hear 
one more time!”’ 

Again Flood recalled the past. The place was 
Saigon—and the date was April 27 — ‘‘We played last 
night at a club in downtown Saigon. The guys really 
loved it. It’s extremely hot, but we played overtime 
for them. One boy came up to me after the show and 
said, ‘Could you please play Dixie for me once more?’ 
He was on his way back to the lines and was afraid 
he wouldn’t be coming back. The band was already 
packed, but I sang Dixie ... he cried a little and said 
‘thanks.’ He was only 18. It’s a shame.’’ 

In a letter home, dated May 4, Dick Flood wrote, 
“Yesterday afternoon we played the 3rd Field Hospi- 
tal. They really enjoyed the show, and last night we 
played an extra hour—they liked us so well. A lot of 
the boys were called out last night. Charlie (the enemy) 
was in the neighborhood. There was a battle later 
after we left ... like the night before. We saw flashes 
and heard small arms and mortar fire. 

“Tt almost makes you cry, the things that are im- 
portant to these guys. They show me pictures of their 
wives and families. They request songs they’ve got 
to hear one more time. Some come up after the show 
crying, thanking us. Some just want to shake hands. 
These boys will do anything in the world for us, in- 


cluding dying. I’d be very proud to serve alongside 
any of them.

“Please take care. I miss our home, you and the 
boys. I love my family with all my heart, but I also 
love my country. I will come back, but a lot of these 
people won’t.”’ 

Although the war had made U.S. servicemen weary 
and hungry for any type of entertainment, Flood notes 
that ‘‘They seemed to prefer Country Music, songs of 
the heart and soul.’’ And their requests for songs 
were many. Some were satisfied, but he could not 
reach them all. In his desire to ‘tdo something’’ for

the fighting men, he fought fatigue to sing and perform 
throughout the tour. And there were the monsoon rains 
to wreak havoc with the band’s instruments. Still the 
show went on ... until the battle became too much for 
Flood. He was downed by a mosquito bite and con- 
tracted Dengue Fever. This, complicated by pneu- 
monia, held up the show for a time, but he continued 
on to Okinawa and Japan, and then finally, home. 

But like other troubadours of song, Dick Flood 
couldn’t stay still for very long, and took to the road 
again for a month’s tour of the fair circuit—this time 
“out West.”’

Not only has Don Chapel an overwhelming rapport 
with his audiences, but he also has the unusual trait 
of creativity combined with an even temperment, so 
his friends and fans can always depend on him for 
punctuality and a helping hand. Usually people accept 
the show biz’ folks, just from their good looks, stage

His influence towards music arrived at birth, as 
his mother and dad travelledwith a singing quartet.

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Jim Reeves, Music World 
Favorite, Is Not Forgotten. 


Statue Aft Grave Draws A 
Host Of Admirers.

Gentleman Jim Reeves of Texas, one of the music 
world’s beloved favorites, has not been forgotten 
although it has been two years since he was killed in 
a plane crash near Nashville. 

A tallwh. te polished statue of the popular Country 
Western entertainer stands impressively above his 
grave in Carthage, Texas. It was in this East Texas 
community that Reeves was born in 1924 and it was 
here, in a peaceful country glen, that he was buried 
40 years later. Less than ten days from the second an- 
niversary of his death, W. J. and Gladys Cooper of 
Carrollton, Texas and their granddaughter Lisa Dixon 
of Irving, Texas, with this writer, stopped off in 
Panola County to see the Reeves’ statue and his final 
resting place. Stands of flowers at the location were 
proof that others had been this way only recently be- 
fore to also pay homage to an entertainer whose fame 
span the corners of the world and whose artistry 
brought him countless numbers of international fans. 

Jim Reevesis the only one who lies buried in this 
area. His statue, beckoning to those who pass by with 
the sound of the memory of the singer it is erected to, 
shows Jim erectly standing, his face proud and friend- 
ly and his gentle hands supporting an upright guitar.

A winding walkway traces its path from the roadside 
to the grave’s circular plot and is adorned by a large 
colored likeness of a guitar, the center of which gives 
pertinent facts about the man who rests at peace only 
paces away. 

Jim Reeves attended the University of Texas and 
was a promising chain pitcher for the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals until an injury altered a baseball career. Heturned 
to music and after his first hit of MEXICAN JOE in 
1953, Jim Reeves was onhis way to musical stardom: 
He tumed out hit after hit and won more than a dozen 
top awards for the. His ‘velvet voice’’ and refined, 
unpretentious ways made Jim a hero to millions, a 
friend to people he had never met. 

Then on July 31, 1964, the plane he had been 
piloting on a business trip was found down, forced to 
the ground by the fury of a storm. Searching saddened 
frithds found his body, and that of his bandleader, 
Dean Manuel, in the wreckage. The Country Music 
world is just now recovering from the shock of his 
loss. So much was Jim Reeves cherished by the Coun- 
try Music world that in 1965 he was posthumorously 
awarded the title of Favorite Male Artist of the year. 
Today, though gone from the world of mortals, he isa 
top selling artist whose current release of DISTANT 
DRUMS heads the charts of the nation’s top ten hits. 

Gentleman Jim Reeves is on artist who has beena 
a constant inspiration to theglobe’s music-loving pop- 
ulation. He was that kind, that much, of a man and 
see his grave, on the monument you will find this in- 
spiring tribute to his God-given purpose in life as Jim 
Reeves himself understood it: 

“If I, a lowly singer, dry one tear

Nashville A&R men must, out of necessity, de- 
velop the ability to judge talent in regard to its poten- 
tial commercial value in other words, whether or not a 
particular singerwill sell records. The right guess can 
create a star and a nice profit for therecording company 
—-—the wrong guess can cost the company a consider - 
able loss. Therefore, A&R men must keep up with the 
tastes of the public in order to make an intelligent 
guess as to when to record what kind of song by what 
kind of singer. 

Just like all the others, United Artists A&R Direc- 
tor Kelso Hurston makes an occassional wrong guess, 
but in 1965 he got at least one right. When a young 
motel manager in Nashville, brought Hurston a tape of 
his singing for a professional opinion, his guess that 
the world was ready for Johnny Darrell was dead right! 

The first Darrell release became the smash 
“Green, Green Grass of Home’’ and the big, nice- 
looking, quiet-talking lad was voted the *tMost Promis- 
ing Male Country Artist for 1965’’ by Cashbox. Con- 
tinued recording success has followed with his big 
records of ‘‘As Long as the Wind Blows”’ and ‘‘Johnny 
Lose it All’’, although ‘‘loser’’ doesn’t seem to de- 
scribe his ability, determination, and luck. 

Another “right guess’”’ concerning Johnny Darrell 
was made by W. E. ‘‘Lucky’’ Moeller, of the gigantic 
Moeller Talent, Inc., who now serves as his agent. 
Demands for Johnny on personal appearances have 
proved the wisdom of Moeller’s decision which has 
been mutually beneficial. Perhaps the highlight of his 
roadshow efforts so far was the tremendous acceptance 
which welcomed him in Panama this summer. There to 
entertain Americanmilitary personnel, Darrell and Com- 
pany worked hard enough to earn a return invitation, 
which Lucky Moeller was more than glad to accept. 

‘fAs much as any other show I’ve done’’, Johnny 
told us, ‘*I enjoyed doiing the Farmarama in Fantastic 
Caverns at Spring field, Missouri’’. Explaining that the 
show was held underground, Johnny begantalking about 
the friendliness of the people around Springfield and 
especially the show’s director Lloyd Evans. 

We then realized that friendliness would naturally 
be a trait Johnny Darrell would notice in other people 
as it is sucha natural part of himself. Although he may 
sing about losing Johnny Darrell just doesn’t have what 
it takes to do that.
